Freedom Ring" and also the use of our printing facilities. The DCI will 
call Senator Hayden and suggest that Mr. Wolf see him. 

Mr, Wolf brought up a request by o/bR for certain personnel now 
employed in other Government agencies. The DCI said that we must stick 
to our agreements and not proselyte. If the people involved have a 
complete release from their employers, we can take them on in whatever 
grades we see fit.
